| NIGHT SESSION IS A BEAR DANCE. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Special,]— 
It is a rare sight at the national capital to 
have a night session of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in August, but, after the passege 
of the tariff biil this afternoon, such 
a course became a necessity to carry 
out the program of the crawfishing, 
dirt-eating Democrats.

Mr. Wilson 
also pointed out at length the embarrassment 
attending the efforts to adjust the coal and 
iron schedules. 

The great battle,“ said Mr. Wilson, warm- 
ing up to his subject, is between the Amer- 
ican people and the sugar trust. It is a bat- 
tle in which the trust has taken the people by 
the throat and it will never end until we 
throw off the grip. 

Mr. Wilson closed at 11:05 o’clock, having 
talked just an hour. He concluded by saying 
that he had now become satisfied it was either 
the Senate bill or no legislation. 

Mr. Montgomery then took the floor and 
substantiated what Mr. Wilson had said as to 
the details of the conference. Speaker Crisp 
followed Mr. Montgomery. He spoke with

The silk industry of America is safe. If we un- 
derstand it correqtly, the rate pisces on the Sen- 
ate bill is that of 45 per cent ad valorem, the for- 
mer rate being 50 percent. Were it not-for the 
fact that a nominal duty of 50 per cent means an 
actual duty of about 35 per cent the reduction 
could have been even a little greater; but this is 
certainly a great relief to more than 40,000 wage- 
garners who depend on this industry for a living 
and to fully 700 manufacturing concerns, with 
their 860,000,000 of capital, which has been 
withheld to the greatest possible extent, await- 
the passage of the new tariff bill. We be- 
lieve activity will now be resumed, and as 
far as this industry is concerned the coun- 
try will at once recover from the great de- 
sion, and, in other words, will appear 

to all interested as the sunrise of prosperity. 
The necessity of protection in this industry can 
be shown by a few figures. Ten years ago the 
production of all silks manufactured in this 
country was a little short of $12,000,000. For 
the one year ending Jan. 1, 1894, the production 
e ed $140,000,000. This growth has been 
ible only ander a protective tariff, and as a 


result a better silk is sold in this country today - 


for $1 than can be bought for the same sum in 
France or Germany. The growth of the silk in- 
dustry in France. the silk center of the world, 
was from $65,000,000 to $180,000,000 in fifty 
, showing no comparison with this country. 
he general public understands that the raw 
material is free and its manufactute gives em- 
ployment to thousands of the best paid female 
operators in this country. Had the duty been 
lowered to 25 or 30 per cent, as was intended, it 
would have thrown a large majority of these out 
of employment. 


The Iron Interest.

Wholesale Liquors. 


FMadlener, wholesale liquors—A great source 
of anxiety te liquor dealers has been the posi- 
tion the tariff bill would take in regard to bond- 
ed spirits. The original bill put a tax of $1 a 
gallon on whisky and five years in bond, with the 
privilege of extending the time after five years 
to three years more with 5 per cent interest ad 
valorem. The bill as amended by the Senate put 
the tax at $1.10 a gallon, with the privilege of 
leaving the whisky eight years in bond. If the 
former bill is made a law with a tax of only $1 it 
will not affect the dealers much, but will be a 
Joss to those who took their goods out of bond in 
advance and who borrowed money to do so. The 
loss will be on interest, shrinkage. storage, and 
insurance for six months. If the tax of $1.10 is 
made a law the whisky trust wou)d make money, 
as it took out thousands of barrels of spirits at 
90 cents a gallon. It all depends now on how 
long we have the privilege yet to take whisky out 
of bond. If the bill — only $1, not so much 
will be taken cut. If it is 81. 10 there will be no 
benefit to the trade, as we would have to lay out 
$8 a barrel more on taxes, and we lose a good 
deal by being compelled to sell goods on time. 
That is, excepting the stock that we have on 
hand. There will be no difference in beer. the 
taxof $labarrel remaining the same, If the 

ill passes as originally made up imported sour 
wine will be 30 cents a gallen and imported 
wet wine 50 cents a gallon. This will be an 
increase on Rhine wines and sour wines. 


From a Wool Dealer. 


Wagg-Anderson woolen company. woolens.—

‘Louis P. Sutter of Sutter Bros., importers and 
dealers in leaf tobacco—Our branch of com- 
mercial business is different from almost any 
other,and is probably the most ‘generally af- 
fected by the tariff legislation. From the farmer 
to the manufacturer, people having any connec- 
tion with the tobacco industry have felt, or im- 

ined they felt. the uncertainty of tue situation. 
can sincerely join with them allincrying: * For 
eaven’s sake and the sake of the country let's 
ave the tariff question settled.“ When the final 

ill is passed the tobacco business will double in 
a month, and we expecc that trade will be main- 
tained at 50 per cent advance over what it has 

n during the last six months. The effect will

through the country, and it will show an in- 
erease in volume of business. For months small 
customers have been buying only what they 
for immediate demand, and the manu- 
facturers and jobbers have been carrying their 
k for them, Many who were in no way af- 
ected imagined they were without any reason. 
Again, we have been kept in the dark on the sit- 
uation. This house has sent letters, telegrams, 
legal representatives to Washington with 
absolutely no result in o taining information. 
B. W. Elsendratb of B. W. Eisendrath & Co.. job- 
bers in window and plate glass—This means an. 
other reduction of the workingmen’s wages, for 
the manufacturer is not going to stand this drop 
and the consumers wil t no benefit. This 
action has been anticipa and the prices fell o 
25 percent last February, so the market will 
only drop 7-or 8 per cent if the new deal sticks. 
The manufacture,of glass and its delivery is on 
the two, three or four months’ system, and we 
have been compelled to sell some of our stock at 
loss in order to supply the demands. Our bus- 
ess means an absolute conformity with orders. 
o cannot sell one article close to the one or- 
dered, as a 12x38 sheet of glass will not fill a 
12x40 hole. We have been unable to make con- 
tracts ahead, owing to:the uncertainty. The glass 
factories do not operate during July and August 
andthe scale of wages is put in operation Sept. 
1 for the ensuing year. It is a poor enough meas- 
ure, but I guess we are all glad that some final 
action has been taken.

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BONDED WAREHOUSES ARE FILLED. 


Never So Many Goods in Them as There 
Are at the Present Time. 

The bended warebouses in Chicago were 
never so fuli as they are now, and when the 
new tariff does finally go into effect, a great 
quantity of goods of all kinds will be thrown 
upon the market at the new rates of duty. 
The receipts at the Custom-House have been 
falling off during the last six months for the 
reason importers only brought into the coun- 
try as much as their business absolutely re- 
quired, and avoided any accumulation of stock 
under the old rates. Even the large dry goods 
houses which are extensive importers have for 
months made it a practice to leave their ime 
portations in bond, taking out only what they 
actually needed to fill orders. Collector Rus- 
sell said yesterday the duties on the goods 
now in the Chicago warehouses amount, un- 
der the present tariff, to $1,500,000. This 
is not the value of the goods, but what the 
importers would be compelled to pay the gov- 
ernment to take them out while the old tariff 
is in force.

That was 
made manifest in an announcement in Tun 
Trrpune of Sunday that tonight at S o’clock 
in Room 56 Central Music Hall a meeting of 
the National Association of Women Stenogra- 
phers would be held for the special purpose 
of converting that organization into a mutual 
benefit association, or at least of discussing 
plans with that end in view. There are be- 
tween 75 ana 100 members in the Chicago 
organization, all accurate stenographers and 
expert typewriters, and Miss Netta Mo- 
Laughlin is the President. She said yester- 
day: The proposed organization will not 
be in the nature of a labor union. There will 
be no wage scale nor anything of that kind. 
Women stenographers are peculiar. They 
don’t tell each other what they make. Suf- 
fering girls wishing to better themselves come 
to me with long tales of woe, but they never 
make me their confidants as to the wages 
they receive. No; we will get at it in an- 
other way—by encouragmg. and educating, 
and spurring. If we reorganize, as we hope 
to, we will have an insurance fund and a 
place where our sick girls will be taken care 
of at small cost. It will be an insurance 
scheme such as men have, and already we 
have nnd much encouragement from many 
good men. I think we will make it a suc- 


cess.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


NO WEAKENING IN THE PLAN TO 
RAISE LUMBER RATES. 


Companies Show No Disposition to Recede 
from Their Orders and Many Believe 
Outside Risks Will All Be Affected= 
Gov. Jackson Makes Practical Sug- 
gestions=Underwriters to Meet in St. 
Joseph—Bright Prospects of the Fire 
Underwriters’ Accident Association Not 
Fulfilled. 

Rates on lumber will, in the opinion of lo- 
cal managers, go higher before they take 
another drop, Whilesome of the companies 
are still taking risks at the old rates and are 
not keeping their lines down below that 
usually carried, the majority of companies are 
growing conservative, and where the oppor- 
tunity offers are cutting their rates consider- 
ably. One company, which, while not mak- 
ing a specialty of lumber risks, has not ob- 
jected toa fair volume of business in this 
line, has taken the initiative regarding its 
own risks. Theagent of the company ina 
Missouri lumber mill town wrote regarding 
the expiring policies on a milling plant. This 
agent said the owner was dissatistied with the 


rates current and he would not renew unless 


the premiums were materially lowered. The 
Western manager, in replying to the agent’s 
letter, thanked him for calling attention to 
the risk and instructing him to renew only 
one-half the eum covered in the original poli- 
cies under any circumstances and that re- 
newals should be at the old rate or at a rate 
in excess of the old rate. 

J. J. McDonald, general Western manager 
for the Continental, is not pleased with the 
criticisms of some agents and managers on 
the circular he recently issued to agents of 
that company. This circular was to all 
agents in Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minne- 
sota, and its instructions were for a raise in 
rates in all lumber risks. In reply to the 
criticisms Mr. McDonald said yesterday: 

Referring to the criticisms of the Continental’s 
lumber circular the managers state they made 
the rate on the lumber in yards without protec- 
tion higher than the present mill rate simply be- 
cause they considered the business worth the 
rate called for. The Continental would not 
write an unprotected mill risk that rated over 
4% per cent, ana does not want. lumber exposed 
by such mills unless the rate is what is called for 
in its new lumber rate circular. Other companies 
may-not indorse the jadgment of the Continental, 
but it can be stated asa factthat the company 
makes no mistake, according to its judgment, in 
fixing these rates. Mill rates are too low even 
for the best. 

The agents are notifying policy-holders of 
the danger which comes of letting everything 
become dry as tinder and of simple rules 
which willin many instances prevent a fire 
or shut off its spread. Gov. Jackson of lowa 
has issued a proclamation on this line which 
includes the following suggestions: 

Let the Mayors of cities and towns have all ap- 
pliances for extinguishing fires iu tested 
and put in readiness atonce. Let all inflamma- 
bie garbage be removed from the streets and 
alleys; boxes and empty oil barrels moved to a 
safe distance. Let additional fire patrols be 
established, and, in short, let every good citizen 
exercise unusual precaution against this dreaded 
danger, and in every way seek to reduce the lia- 
bilities of disasters of this kind to the very min- 
imum,

PHIPPS CAN NOT SWING THE COMPANY. 


Roseate Promises to the Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ Accident Association Not Fulfilled, 
Mitwavkes, Wis., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—It 

is probable, in fact it has been practically 

agreed upon, that the Fire Underwriters’ Ac- 
cident Association of America, which started 
out with such glowing promises of success 
about six weeks ago, will in a few days dis- 
continue business. The trouble seems to be 
that there are not enough fire underwriters 
who care to take accident insurance on the as- 
sessment plan. The company was organized 


by W. C. Phipps of Chicago, and was 
designed to furnish accident _ insur- 
ance at cost to its mei bers. 


The promises made to Mr. Phipps were not 
fulfilled, and it was found that enough mem- 
bers could not be secured to pay claims and 
fulfill promises not to have the assessments 
exceed $2 and to keep a reserve fund of not 
less than $2 a member in the treasury, 


INSURANCE PLACED IN JEOPARDY. 


Typographical Error in Policy Form May 
Cause Wells-French Compeny Trouble. 
The Wells-French Car company has had 

$26,000 of insurance placed in jeopardy by a 
typographical error in the printing of policy 
forms. Included in the property carried by 
general policies was the lumber piled in Rail- 
road street and in Block No. 11. By the 
tybographical error the policy was made to 
read in Railroad street on Block No. 11,” 
the word and being left out and making it 
specifically state that the insurance is on the 
lumber piled in the street on the block num- 
ber given. This left out 90 per cent of the 
lumber intended to be covered, which was 
covered by $26,000 of insurance and which 
sustained damage amounting to $4,800. The 
insurance was placed through the agency of 
George M. Harvey & Co., who had the forms 
printed, which came back with the word left 
out. These forms had passed through a doz- 
en agencies without the mistake having been 
discovered. Adjusters of the various com- 
panies have had the matter called to their at- 
tention, and as it is clearly. a typographical 
error it is their intention to recommend the 
loss be paid.

‘MUST PAY GOOD PRICE 


TOWNS CANNOT DRAW ON OHTOAGO 
FOR WATER AT SMALL COST. 


Relations of the City to the Drainage Dis- 
trict Generally Misunderstood—Expla- 
nation of the Act That Provides for the 
Sale - Importance of the Provision Over- 
estimated=Dispute as to the Rights of 
the Towns Affected=Mayor Hopkins 
Gives His Views. 


The relations of the Chicago water-works 
to the drainage district are not so ‘deplorable 
as has been represented. According to pub- 
lished statements the city is under legal obli- 
gations to furnish water to the whole of Cook 
County, and to furnish it to outsiders cheaper 
than it does to its own people. But this 
proves to be a confused and erroneous repre- 
sentation. People who wish to understand 
the case should read attentively the following 
section of the act of the Legislature under 
which the sanitary district of Chicago is or- 
ganized: 

Sec. 26. Whenever in such sanitary district 
there shall be a city, incorporated town, or vil- 
lage which owns asystem of water works and sup- 

lies wate: from a lake or other source which will 
saved and preserved from sewage pollution by 
the construction of the main channel, drain, 
ditch, or outlet herein provided for, and the 
turning of the sewage of such city and district 
therein, and there shall be in such sanitary dis- 
trict any territory bordering on any such city, in- 
corporated town, or village within the limits of 
another city, incorporated town, or village which 
does not own any sysiem of water works at the 
time of the creation of such sanitary district, 
then upon application by the corporate authori- 
ties of such latter-named city, incorporated town, 
or village. the corporate authorities of such city, 
incorporated town, or village having such system 
of water works shall furnish water at the bound- 
ary line between such municipalities by means of 
its water works to the corporate authorites ask- 
ing for the same in such quantities as may be re- 
quired to supply consumers within said territory 
at no greater price or charge than it charges and 
collects of consumers within its limits for water 
2 through meters in like large quanti- 
ies. b 
The language is tangled and obscure, but 
its main provisions are at least iutelligidle. 
The only corporations to which the eity is re- 
quired to furnish water are those, first, which 
are inside the sanitary district of Chicago, 
and secondly, which had no water-works of 
their own at the time the district was or- 
ganized. This is a different thing from being 
required to furnish water to the whole of Cook 
County. Trustee Cooley of the district gave 
the history and explanation of this section of 
the act yesterday as follows: 
_, Ihe theory of this section is, if a corpora- 
tion is taxed to purify Lake Michigan it has a 
right to drink Lake Michigan water. It would 
look like a hardship for Cicero, tor instance, 
to contribute to the construction of the drain- 
age Channel and derive no benefit from 


it whatever. The contrary doctrine 
was recognized as far back as 
the time of the Hering Commission, 
in 1887. When the commission had made 


its report Harvey B. Hurd drew upan act in 
accordance with it and inserted in it substan- 
tially the same provision. The Legislature 
rejected the bill, but appointed a commission 
of five, consisting of Mayor Roche and four 
members of the Legislature, to investigate 
the subject and recommenda plan. Of this 
commission J. P. Wilson was the attorney and 
I was the consulting engineer. We also drew 
up a bill and omitted this water-works pro- 
vision. But when it came up before the Legis- 
lature Clayton Crafts had it reinserted. 

»The importance of this provision is great- 
ly overestimated, inasmuch as the city limits 
have been extended so as to take in nearly all 
the sanitary district. Originally Hyde Park, 
Lake, Lake View, Jefferson, Norwood Park, 
part of Cicero, part of Lyons, and part of 
Calumet, though in the sanitary district, were 
outside the city. But now the only part of 
the sanitary district not in the city is a part 
of Cicero and a part of Lyons, both contain- 
ing probably a population of 15,000. The 
actcan never take effect on anything but 
these two fractional townships.’’ 

Attorney Carter of the Drainage Board said 
it was his opinion Cicero could not claim a 
right to Lake Michigan water until it was 
purified, which would be after the drainage 
canal was finished and in operation. 

City Engineer Artingstall said the prospect 
of the city having to supply water to Cicero 
and Lyons on any terms was a forbidding 
one. He said the city proper was distressingly 
short of water, and it would be next to impos- 
sible to comply with a demand from those 
towns if legally made. 

„We will most. certainly furnish water to 
the surrounding towns and villages that can 
be reached if they ask the city for it and if 
they agree to the city’s terms.“ said Mayor 
Hopkins yesterday. They can get all the 
water they want if they pay the city a fair 
price for it, but they cannot force us to sell 
them water for less than we do to our own 
citizens, and not for the same price. I am in- 
clined to think we can charge them any rea- 
sonable amount, the drainage law to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.”’

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CRIMINAL RAILROAD MANAGEMENT. 

Investigations made by an expert examiner 
show that more than seven million dollars of 
income claimed for the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railroad company in the last three 
or four years was offset by counter items. 
President Reinhart has endeavored to explain 
this to the satisfaction of those who hold the 
securities of the corporation, but has not suc- 
ceeded. The bald fact remains that such an 
enormous deficit exists, and those acquainted 
with the circumstances entertain no doubt 
that the great bulk of this seven millions of 
dollars was paid in the shape of rebates or 
drawbacks toafew big shippers, who thus 
obtained an overwhelming advantage over 
their smailer competitors in business. 

Not only was this a deliberate breach of the 
inter-State commerce law, which was passed 
for the express purpose of preventing unfair 
discriminations between the patrons of thé 
lines, which are common carriers for the pub- 
lic, but there is every reason to believe it had 
another motive, and that a thoroughly dis- 
honest one. The object was t6 make a 
record on which could be floated a large 
volume of new securities, which otherwise it 
would have been difficult if not impossible to 
sell. So the officials made “bids for busi- 
ness, and of course the biggest bids were 
made to those who could send the largest 
quantities of freight over the lines. It was 
not worth while to offer inducemenfs in the 
shape of rebates to little shippers or to larger 
ones who had no option as to route. But for 
those who could send a great number of car- 
loads of freight over the Atchison lines or by 
some other as they might elect there were 
fat pickings at command, and probably in 
some cases commissions to officials and 
others who were supposed to be able to in- 
fluence the selection of a route. The policy 
pursued was unjust to many patrons of the 
line, injurious to other roads which compete 
with it, a breach of the inter-State commerce 
law, a confidence game on investors in the 
securities, and a falsification of accounts to 
the extent that they were “fixed up” so aa to

NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA. 

The House passed bills some time ago for 
the admission as States of Arizona and New 
Mexico. They have beep reported to the Sen- 
ate and probably will be passed at the next 
session. 

In the case of New Mexico, which gave a 
Democratic majority in 1892, provision is 
made for the holding of a constitutional con- 
vention next summer and the submission of 
that constitution to the popular vote in No- 
vember of that year. Thus it will be 1896 
before the State government is organ- 
ized and Senators andu Representative pre- 
sent themselves at Washington asking for ad 
mission to Congress. The Democrats hope 
that by next year their purty will be less un- 
popular thanit is now and that they may 
carry the new State.

LOW TARIFF MEANS LOW WAGES. 

The House having receded from its non- 
concurrence in the Senate amendments, the 
tariff bill has finally passed. Those amend- 
ments alter the Wilson bill in nearly four 
hundred particulars, in most of which there 
was an increase from the Wilson schedule. 
which averaged a reduction of nearly one-. 
third from the duties now in force. Omitting 
sugar, which was not touched on in the House 
measure, and considering the lines in which 
the industries of the United States will be af. 
fected, the country is confronted with a reduc. 
tion of about one-quarter from the present 
tariff. The one to be adopted is the lowest 
wé have had since 1861 and will not differ 
very materially from the Polk and Dalias 
schedule of 1846. 

There has been a general expectation among 
business-men that when this fearfully pro- 
longed suspense is over and the people know 
what they have to count on in the way of 
duties, with the extent of the foreign compe- 
tition the new schedule will permit, our com- 
mercial and manufacturing activities will re- 
vivo. The theory is that everybody at once can 
begin to build on the new foundation and ar. 
range business operations on a scale to cor- 
respond with whatever measure of protection 
may be left for home industry. It is sup- 
posed that the business-men of the United 
States, who have been carrying on commer. 
cial and industrial enterprises, at once will 
figure on what they can afford to pay for 
labor and material in order to compete with 
European manufacturers. In fact, the busi- 
ness conditions of the last few months indi- 
cate that already this reduction has been fig- 
ured on tentatively by purchasers for con- 
sumption as well as by consumers and mer- 
chants, and broadly it may be stated that on 
the average about half the distance to fall 
has been traveled already.

One of its 
declarations is that all interest exceeding 
3 percent should be made illegal.“ It is 
claimed this would “diminish the incentive 
for issuing bonds, mortgages, and other inter- 
est-bearing securities, induc? capital to seek 
active industries, greatly enlarge the field for 
labor, and encourage constant production and 
greater consumption by the masses. The 
men who make this declaration appear to be 
ignorant of the fact that most of the interest- 
bearing securities have been issued for the 
purpose of promoting, continuing, or extend- 
ing industrial operations, that capital now 
seeks active industries to the exact extent to 
which they seem to offer a reasonable 
chance for profit on thé investment, 
and that it is as absurd to attempt 
to limit the rate of interest to be paid for the 
use of capital as it would be to pass a law 
fixing the maximum height to which the 
water of Lake Michigan will be allowed to 
rise at any point on its surface. The demand 
noted is claimed to be made in the interest of 
labor. Suppose the capitalist who uses his 
own capital in the conduct of manufacturing 
processes, 
borrows that capital for a like purpose, 
should demand that it be enacted by law that 
no person belonging to the laboring classes 
shall receive more than one dollar per day 
as wages.

Instead of poetry, farce. And there you have 
»The Amazons by A. W. Pinero. It is extreme- 
ly English even in its slang, and this fact 
may save it in America. The serious playgoer 
will think the trifle ,unworthy of Pinero, 
as it is indeed in subject, and play- 
goers who are accustomed to the 
Daniel Frohman company in sentimental 
comedy will think it beneath the ambition of 
that organization. But chis is the age of trivial- 
ties; and The Amazons is Mr. Pinero's sop to 
the prevailing taste for the frivolous. The piece 
is a farce for the high-toned, just as A Parlor 
Match and things of that class are for the 
crowd. Let it be said, however, and said em- 
phatically, that Mr. Pinero has written this bit 
of dramatic dissipation (for it is nothing else) 
with a sense of decorum, with a good taste, 
which makes it palatable to all triflers with the 
drama. 

And the audience at Hooley’s did laugh, and 
so The Amazons may be said to have served 
its purpose. The idea that Tennyson embalmed 
in The Princess is here turned to ridicule— 
harmless ridicule, it is true—but the farce is so 
different both from what Shakspeare and Tenuy- 
son have written on the theme thatit will awaken 
a sense of resentment in at least a few minds. 
The fun is worth laughing at one is temptea to 
confesa—at times.

Taking 
the bull by the horns and disdaining any 
tricks of oratory, he declared the tariff bill 
passed by the Senate was an infinitely more 
obnoxious protective measure than the Me- 
Kinley law, and he gave as the reason for this 
statement the fact thatthe Senate bill was 
manifestly and notoriously unequal. 


Bourbons Create Contusion. 


As he started on this branch of his address 

the Democrats about him resorted to their 
former trick of interruption and confusion.

1 
am addressing myself to the intelligence of the 
House; its ignoranee I cannot answer.“ His 
argument as to the unfairness of the Senate 
bill proceeded from that point without further 
interruption. 
» * When all get protection the same,“ he de- 
clared, all are affected alike by an eco- 
nomic enormity.’’ Under this act protec- 
tion is obtained only in spots and in un- 
fair proportions. When the bill is passed 
and industries begin to revive those which 
have the most protection will fecover most 
rapidly, and hence the people will begin to 
blame the Democratic party and with mani- 
fest justice will assert that protection is the 
proper. thing. Mr. Cockran warned his 
associates they were doing a positive 
injury to the cause of tariff reform and said: 
Lou will be committing a crime to surren- 
der to the arrogant demands of these name- 
less enemies of popular government, and you 
will stab the cause of reform here in the house 
of its friends.“ 

The New York orator explained how he had 
swallowed the bitter pill of income tax for the 
sake of securing genuine tariff reform, but 
now found that when the bill was returned 
from the Senate, tariff reform had been left 
out and only the income tax remained. 

He was talking to deaf ears, even when he 
wound up his speech with the stirring appeal 
which will yet be heard on the hustings: 
Tell us the deptlis of the infamy to which 
we are invited to descend.”’ 


TARSNEY ARGUES AGAINST THE BILL. 


Declares It Would Be Personal Dishonor 
to Vote for the Messure. 

Wasurnetos, D. C., Aug. 138.—[Special.]— 
Again Mr. Reed. was ready to extend a help- 
ing hand to the Democratic tariff reformers, 
whose stomachs would not stand the unsavory 
dish of crow which had been prepared for 
them. He yielded more time to Tarsney of 
Kensas City, also a Democratic member of 
the Ways and Means committee and an hon- 
est reformer, who was willing to bolt his 
party rather than knuckle down to the sugar 
trust combination. Tarsney based his speech 
on the President’s letter, declaring that a tax 
on coal and iron ore would be perfidy. The 
Kansas City man could not concur in the 
passage of the Senate bill, he said, without 
personal dishenor. 

Mr. Hopkins of [llinois, representing the 
Republicans on the Ways and Means com mit- 
tee, made a straightforward speech outlinmg 
the condition of the country after a year of 
Democratic delay, and showing by the words 
of Wilson, Crisp, and others that merchante 
would expect for the future constant and dan- 
gerous agitation of the tariff question. 

Again Mr. Reed gave up some of the 
precious hour to which the Republicans were 
entitled under the bulldozing rule agreed 
upon by the Democratic leaders, and this time 
yielded to Representative Johnson of Ohio. a 
consistent reformer who could not stomach 
the tainted tariff which his associates were 
preparmg to swallow, and who was brave 
enough to announce his revolt on the floor of 
the, House. that he might go back to his 
people with an unquestioned record. He 
took issue at once with the leaders of 
the shameless surrender, and said that while 
he was grieved to part company with. his 
Democratic colleagues, he for one did not be- 
lieve that the Senate bill was the best tariff 
measure the Democratic party could get at 
this session of Congress. He had a two- 
edged sword concealed about his person and 
slashed both the House leaders and the Sen- 
ate combine when he declared: We have 
lowered ourselves from the high pinnacle we 
have occupied to the level of the U_ ited 
States Senate.“ 

Turner of Georgia followed out the line 
that he had adcpted in his previous speech 
when the rule was under consideration. He 
confessed that it was not agreeable to him to 
eat dirt, but he declared, turning to Bourke 
Cockran. he preferred to take that material 
in the shape in which it was being given to 
him than to eat it when taken from the feet 
of the Republican party.

Speaker Crisp was all ready to speak, and he 
wished to cut off any possibility of a sar- 
castic rejoinder from the Republican leader. 
Crisp. himself, from his place on the floor, 
warned Mr. Reed that if he did not utilize the 
four minutes still remaining to him they 
would be lost altogether. Thus was presented 
the disgraceful spectacle of the leader of the 
Democracy, not in the chair but on the floor 
of the House, displaying o spirit so ungener- 
ous toward the chief of the helpless minority 
as to crown the infamy of an unconditional 
surrender. 


CRISP AND COCKRAN HAVE A QUARREL. 


The Speaker Makes a Bitter Attack on the 
Idol of Tammany. 

Wasnuineton, D. C., Aug,-13.—[Special. ]— 
Mr. Crisp began his speech by making an at- 
tack on Cockran for not having been continu- 
ously present during the tariff struggle, and 
this, too, was an evidence of the bitter spirit 
in which the House leaders have taken their 
defeat, because Cockran has been kept away 
from Washington only by the serious illness 
of his wife. During this attack the idol of 
the New York Democragy stood in the main 
aisle boiling over with anger and indignation. 

Mr. Crisp said he wished publicly to assume 
his full share of responsibility for the action 
about to be taken. and expressed the belief 
that it was in the best interest of tatiff re- 
form.

But yesterday C. K. G. Bill- 
iugs tore himself from his former associates 
and those he left behind announced that Mr. 
Billings’ headquarters would hereafter be at 
the People’s Gaslight plant at Thirty-ninth 
and Halsted streets, and his office hours from 
10 to 12 a. m. Heretofore Mr. Billings’ of- 
tice hours at No. G Madison street have been 
‘from 12 10 12:45 p. m. 

The gas securities are still listed on the 

Stock Exchange as Chicago Gas,“ and pur. 
' chasérs understand they are investing in the 
$25,000,000 of stock of the combined com- 
aries. Individual companies. are not 
. the reorganization 
not reached the extent 
thus far of interfering in any‘ way 
with the sale of stock or distribution of divi- 
dends. Mr. Knapp said arrangements had 
not yet been completed for changes in the 
payment of gas bills and that many details 
were yet to be worked out. 

Incorporation papere were issued at Spring- 
fieid yesterday to Frank Ros brock, John N. 
Coffin, and Manton Maverick, as incorpora- 
tore, for the Plant Gas company 
of Chicago, capitalized at $3,000,000.

The new game is fora young man to ac- 
quaint himself with the leading men of the 
country trade and their families. Then he 
crosses the ocean and callson the leading 
men of that trade on the other side, repre- 
senting himself as the son of some well 
known. person in America or Europe, as the 
case may be. He is, of course, short of cash 
and ** waiting for a remittance,” and finds no 
trouble in borrowing large sums of money. 
Then he disappears, to turn up in another 
city and repeat the game. 

A few months ago leading men in the dry 
goods trade inthis and other cities were thus 
swindled by a plausible young Englishman, 
who represented himself as a son of Lis- 
ter, the British silk manufacturer. He 
worked the game until finally exposed by 
one of the dry goods trade journals. The 
carriage trade is now being operated upon by 
a clever swindler. The young man has 
a pronounced English accent, but in 
England he is thoroughiy American. 
He first appeared in Philadelphia, and 
called at the office of Ware Broth- 
ers, No. 1113 Market street. He represented 
himself as a son of John Phillipson, carriage 
builder of New Castie-on-Tyne. The Wares 
knew Phillipson well and remembered he had 
ason about the same age as their visitor. 
The young man said his father had 
given him $5,000 with which to 
visit America, that he had been 
robbed and wanted a loan until he could hear 
from home. Messrs. Ware gave him a check 
for a large amount. He showed his knowl- 
edge of the carriage trade and his familiarity 
with the habits and family of Mr. Phillipson.

America Probably Forever. 

New York, Aug. 13.—([Special.]—The ru- 
mor is, both in Newport and New York so- 
ciety, that Mrs. Astor’s attempt to bring for- 
ward Mrs, Coleman Drayton have not been 
successful and that Mrs. Drayton’s trip to 
Europe two weeks ago was decided upon after 
she saw how futile any other attempt in the 
near future would be. It is not generally 
known, however, that Mrs. Drayton has prac- 
tically said good-by to America for all time 
to come and henceforth her life will be kpent 
on the continent. The Newport correspond- 
ents of the New York papers have given vari- 
ous reasons for Mrs. Astor’s failure to have 
her daughter take again the prominent place 
in society she once occupied, but none of 
them has come anywhere near the true 
one, The one who did more to upset Mrs. 
Astor’s plans than any other member of the 
family was Mrs. John Jacob Astor, formerly 
Miss Willing of Philadelphia. Mrs. J. J. 
Astor is a distant relative of J. Coleman 
Drayton. For several years he has been one 
of her warmest friends. From the moment 
the news of the unfortunate Barrowe incident 
was flashed over the cable young Mrs. Astor 
sided with Mr. Drayton. His dignified con- 
duct in refusing to discuss the scandal in the 
newspapers later on appealed still further to 
her, and at no time was there any doubt as to 
whose cause she was championing. 

John Jacob Astor has always been devoted- 
ly attached to his sister, Mrs. Drayton, and 
is yet, but in deference to his wife’s wishes he 
decided that it would be better for him to 
keep his fiuger out of the pie of scandal. It 
did not take long fora number of Newport 

ople who were in the young Astor set to 
earn exactly on what side of the fence 
Mrs, John Astor stood. Much as they would 
have liked to nave gained favor in the elder 
Mrs. Astor's eyes by accepting Mrs. Drayton 
they did not care to antagonize young Mrs. 
Astor by arraying themselves against her. 
Both Mrs. William Astor and Mrs. Drayton 
soon realized there wasa deadlock and that 
so long as Mrs. John Jacob maintained 
the stand she had taken?! there was no possible 
chance. The elder Mrs, Astor attempted a 
number of times to conciliate her pretty 
daughter-in-law, but the latter quietly but 
firmly refused to recede from her position. 
Mrs. Astor appealed to her son, so it is 
said, andgurged him to use his persuasive 
powers to change his wife’s mind. He 
refused to interfere. He added, however, 
that he was sorry everything had not gone 
through as his mother planned it. 

It was after this last conference that Mrs. 
Drayton engaged passage for Europe. Be- 
fore boarding the steamer she told an inti- 
mate friend who went down to see her off 
that she hoped it would be her good fortune 
never to have to set foot on American soil 
again.

Speaker Crisp Thinks the Program Carried 
Out the Best That Could Have Been 
Done Under the Circumstances=Senator 
Allison Is Not Surprised- T. B. Reed 
and Bourke Cockran Talk Freely= 
Pittsburg Manufacturers Not Pleased= 
Trenton (N. J.) Potteries May Close. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Special.]— 
The views of leading Senators and Represent- 


atives concerning the action of the House on 


the tariff bill and on the bill itself as passed 
are set forth in the following statements: 


Charles F. Crisp—All things considered I think 
the program decided upon today is the best that 
could have been chosen under the circumstances. 
We did not decide to take this action until the 
last moment and stood firm uatil the last hope 
had vanished. 

W. B. Allison—I am not surprised at the result. 
The bill as passed is a moderate measure that 
will do less harm to tlie industries of the coun- 
try than the Wilson bill would have done. It is 
probable the Democratic party will be injured by 
the acceptance of the Senate bill, if it can be in- 
jured by anything. As to the prospect for future 
tariff legislation to repeal the Senate bill 1 do 
not look for — for a long time. 

Nelson Dingley Jr.—The bill passed by the 
House today is a most remarkable measure. It 
is full of inconsistencies and discriminations. In 
some cases it reduces protection to a disastrous 
point, while in certain schedules, like cotton, the 
rates of duty are so high as to make the claim of 
tariff reform absurd. It is a curious piece of 
patchwork. 

T. B. Reed—It is useless to comment on the 


performance in the House today. fitly con- 


cludes a long and disreputable career. From Mr. 


to the Speaker's unfort- 
unate and unjust allusion to Mr. Cockran it 
was all of a piece—a struggle in the 
dust, a nauseous swallowing, a most unsightly 
exhibition. The House dealt with a bill that was 
not before it—lent itself to “ perfidy and dis- 
honor,“ as the President says—not only did it, 
but dug down for a chance. That parliamentary 
law was violated is a small affair, for it has not 
been usual in this House; but that they should 
„roclaim with their voices that they were to 

ght trusts and monopolies and then go into an 
action which made trust shares go up four points 
the very day it was adopted demands that severe 
reprobation should acoompany false pretenses. 
As for the little, bills rushed * the subter- 
fuge is too apparent for even a moment's consid- 
eration. It is pure humbug. They pass a bill 
taxing sugar and coal and then pass dummies 
pretending to repeal it, and all the same day. 

William L. Wilson—I can see nothing that we 
did not faithfully try to do to produce a different 
resuit. Having done my duty to the best of my 
capacity I am content to rest upon that conscious- 
ness. Ihave been willing and anxious to take 
every chance, even the most desperate, to effect 
some changes in the Senate amendments, and 
would have fought to the 4th of March with 
any ground to stand on or any substantia! fol- 
lowing. When a man's army breaks away from 
him, unless he can assure it of victory he cannot 
continue the battle, and it has been evident that 
the use was getting ready to do this if a con- 
clusion was not reached at once. The impetu- 
osity and impatience of the caucus demonstrated 
this, The Senate has fought with closed ranks, 
while we have had divisions which have been 
skillfully played on from the Senate, and by the 
grow impatience of members to go back to 
their districts with anything they could call a 
tariff reductive bill. The program for today’s 
caucus was not arrived at until late last night 
and after canvassing the situation from every 
point of view. 


Calls It Another “ ism.” 


William F. Vilas—The bill is no sufficient per- 
formance of Democratic promises. It is a reduc- 
tion in the duties in the McKinley law, but I am 
strongly inclined to think only substituti an- 
other “ism for McKinleyism. But the short- 
comings of the bill are due to the fact only that 
there was not a sufficient number of Democratic 
reform Senators in the Senate to pass such a 
measure as was due tothe people of the country 
and to fulfill the promises of the Democratic 
party. 

Nelson W. Aldrich—The result is not astonish- 
ing. The time and the method of the surrender 
today surprised me, because there was no neces- 
sity of giving up at this time. The friends of the 
administration and the tariff reformers in the 
House were stampeded by claims of the Demo- 
cratic managers in the Senate. From a political 
standpoint it seems to me that the administra- 
tion and the House have blundered. 

W. Bourke Cockran—The passage of the Sen- 
ate bill by the House is the most disgraceful 
chapter in American history. The position here- 
tofore assumed by the House is conceded to be 
right, even by the Senate, and is now surrendered 
to some person whose identity even is concealed. 
There is no evidence that the Senate would not 
have agreed on a compromise. In the caucus 
Mr. Wilson was asked to name the men who were 
holding up the American (Congress. but he de- 
ciined to do so. We have. therefore, surrendered 
to a rumor, the source of which cannot be traced. 
The walls of Jericho falling before a blast of 
wind yielded to a force more tangible than that 
which sent the House of Representatives scurry- 
ing into an abject. cowardly. self-confessed bo- 
trayal of the principles which they profess 

John Dailzell—It is absolutely impossible to 
say anything worse about this Senate bill than 
has been said by the Democrats themselves. 
The action of the Democrats of the House today 
is not’compromise or concession, but absolute 
surrender and abandon the fundamental Demo- 
cratic principles in the interests of trusts, and, if 
the President is to be believed, is an act of party 
** nerfidity and dishonor.“ The worst part of the 
whole businessis that the passage of this bill 
will not relieve the country from its uncertainty 
on the tariff question. 

Benton McMillin—There is no comparison bo- 
tween this bill and the McKinley law. The 
former is taxation, while the latter is robbery. 


Reduces No Burdens. 


J. C. Tarsney-I do not consider the Senate bill 
as any improvement over the McKinley act. In 
my judgment it does not reduce the burdens of 
the people. 

William D. Bynum—I was for a tariff bill, and 
although the Senate bill does not meet fully the 
demands of the party, it is a substantial measure 
of reform. 

Clifton R Breckinridge—I regret the precipita- 
tion of the caucus, and upto a very late hour 
last night I had no expectation of such a spirit 
and result. 

J. C. Burrows— The Senate bill is a most in- 
famous piece of legislation. It constitutes 
simply a mask behind which the Democratic 
party attempts to conceal its real purpose of 
free trade. : 

W. J. Bryan—The House had to meet “ a condi- 
tion, not a theory. and they have met it wisely, 
I hope the Senate will join us in making iron ore 
coal, and barbed wire free, but, most of all, i 
me | will only help us to make sugar free, we 
will be able to defend the bill and appeal to the 
people to send some more tariff reformers to the 
Senate, so that we can carry the reductions still 
further. The House did the best it could—long 
live “tariff reform.”’ 

Calvin S. Brice—The Senate bill is the best 
piece of tariff legisiation that was ever passed by 
Congress. In my opinion the result today has 
been a foregone conclusion since the President's 
letter to Mr. Wilson was made public. 

Matt W. Ransom The bill is far better than 

no billatall. It might still be improved, but 
we should not forget that it reduces taxation and 
produces sufficient revenue to meet the needs of 
the government. 
William A. Peffer—The country will breathe 
easier for a time—long enough to look for same- 
thing else to blame fcr the continuous depres- 
sion. 

George Gray—I have been of the opinion for 
some time that this was the best it has been in 
the ability of this Congress to do, and to 
require of ita higher standard of performance 
than was possible seems to me to be the height of 
“midsummer madness. 

J. K. Jones—The House could have secured 
many concessions if they had not demanded 
things which could not under any circumstances 
have been granted. Our conferrees have been 
blamed.for net deserting the agreement made 
among Democratic Senators as to what could be 
conceded, but there is no justice in this. 

Edward Murphy—I have always maintained 
that only the Senate bill could pass and the

New Tariff Bill Will Probably Result Dis- 
astrously in Trenton. 

Trenton, N. J., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—The 
new tariff bill may result in the closing of 
the potteries, which opened a fortnight ago, 
after nearly a year of idleness. The pottery 
schedule of the bill accepted today is$30 and 
35; the McKinley tariff is 55 and 
60, and the figures in the original 
Wilson bill were 35 and 40. A reduction 


was secured in the Senate by Senator Smith,

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CHEAP AND NO SMOKE. 


ORUDE OIL, DEOLARED A SATISFAO- 
TORY FUEL FOR TUGBOATS. 


Chief Inspector Adama and the Vessel- 
Owners’ Towing Company Pieased with 
the Ten Days’ Test on the Biack Ball of 

the Substitute for Dirty CoaleExplo- 
sion Story Is Denied=Figures That Show 
the Financial Outiay=Other Municipal 
Affairs. 


Chief Smoke Inspector Adams of the City 
Health Department and the Vessel ()wners’ 
Towing company are agreed that crude oil is 
not only a satisfactory fuel for tug boats but 
also considerably cheaper than coal. This is 
their report after a series of tests with the tug 
Black Ball, made in the interest of the cru- 
sade against the dirty smoke nuisance. The 
experiments closed last night and were pro- 
nounced satisfactory in, every way. During 
the ten days that the tug Black 
Ball was experimenting with oil it 
was constantly under steam, but on 
only six of these was it used for towing. The 
remaining four days the boat put in at what 
the tug men term ioafing. The total fuel bill 
for the ten days was $72, an average of a little 
over $7 a day. It is estimated that during 
the four days in which no work was done 
twenty-three barrels of oil, costing $18, were 
burned, leaving the cost of fuel for the six 
working days at $54, a daily average of $9. 
The 2 earnings of the tug for the time 
amounted to $562, and the net earni 
$393. Deducting from this the —.— 
$184, which includes $25 for wear and tear, 
leaves a net profit of $208. Supt. Noble 
Higgie of the company says after the crew of 
the tug becomes accustomed to the 
use of oil as a fuel the total cost 
of the oil. will not exceed $8 a 
day. The cost of soft coal for the same work 
that was performed with oil as the fuel during 
the test is estimated at $12 a day, so, accord- 
ing to the test, a saving of from 83 to- $4 a 
day is made by the use of oil. The report 
that an explosion occured on the Black Ball, 
blowing off the furnace door and doing other 
damage, is dened by the officiais of the com- 
pany. They say the tireman carelessly allowed 
gas to accumulate in the atomizer anda small 
explosion occured blowing open the door, but 
not blowing it off; doing no damage what- 
ever,

MRS. MARY SHIRK DIES AT PERU. 


She Leaves an Estate of Six Millions, Much 
of It in Chieago. 

Perv, Ind., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Mary Shirk, widow of E. H. Shirk, died at her 
home in this city last night of a complication 
of diseases and after a lingering illness of 
some duration, aged 68 years. She was a 
woman of great wealth, and her deeds of 
charity have endeared her to all people, At 


the death of Mr. Shirk the bulk of the prop- 


erty was left intact, and subject to the abso- 
lute control of Mrs. Shirk. At that timedt 
was estimated to be worth about $3,000,000, 
and now about $6,000,000. Three children 
remain, Milton, the eldest, the President 
of the First National Bank of this city; El- 
bert W., Vice-President, and manager of the 
vast interests of the family at 
Chieago, and Alice, wife of | 
Edwards, cashier of the bank, this city. 


The property of the family consists of a con- 
trolling interest in the bank in this city, also 
in banks at Tipton, Monticello, Delphi, and 
other points. Large landed interests in real 
estate and land are held at Chicago, Indianap- 
olis, Cincinnati, and the entire W estern coun- 
try. It was largely through the instrumental- 
ity of Mrs. Shirk that this large fortune was 
accumulated. -She married in 1845 and 
came to this county, assisting her husband in 
a small store which he started, trading with 
the Indians. All cheir goods were brought in 
a two-horse wagon from Brookville, Ind. 
Success foilowed, but the great part of the 
fortune was the result of judicious invest- 
ments made in Chicago real estate in 1874. 
{The death of Mrs. Shirk will be heard with re- 
ret by her friends in Chicago and throughout 
Indiana, where she was well known, especially as 
the widow of one of the most noted pioneers, and 
shared with him in accummulation of one of the 
largest fortunes in the West. In all the years 
since the death of Mr. Shirk the estate has bevn 
held in trust, and not a dollar of principal or in- 
terest has been used by any of the heirs. Thesons 
have sought to continue the policy of the father 
in securing long time investments, such as lands 
and fees. Enormous tracts of land in Arkansas 
and Texas, including one 35,000 acre piece in 
the latter State, timber lands in Wisconsin, 
farms all through Indiana and the West, and 
fees in Chicago are numbered among the assets 
of the estate. Elbert W. Shirk and wife now 
reside at the Chicago Beach Hotel. He is a 
member of the Chicago. Calumet, and Wash- 
ington Park clubs and has an office in the 
Traders’ Building. No. 10 Pacific avenue. He is at 
present at Peru, but Frank M. Murphy,his brother- 
in-law, who is in charge of the office. said it was 
Mr. Sbrik’s habit to buy many things in his own 
name and afterwards turn them over to the 
estate, though he is in his own righta wealthy 
man.

PULLMAN WILL AOT. LATER oy 
OUSTING OF TENANTS, 


He Says the Question Will Be Taken Up 
in the Due Course of Business=—Each 
Case Will Be Taken Up and Acted on 
Separatel)=The Company Now Has 
1,788 Men at Work and Needs but 200 
More—Relief Headquarters Closed for 
Repairs. a 

Just when the Pullman company will begin 
to eject the strikers who are its tenants 1s un- 
certain. ‘*The question of the occupation of 
the houses: of the company by undesirable 
tenants will be taken up in due course of bus- 
iness,“ is the rather indefinite manner 
in which Mr. Pullman himself expressed the 
stand of the company on the question, At the 
same time, however, he added that the same 
careful consideration of each case would be 
made as had been the habit of the compa- 
ny since its establishment. Vice-President 
Wickes, in reply to a question on the eject- 
ment matter, replied that he could not say 
when the eviction would be begun. He is 
quoted as havingsaid there would be no move 
in that direction at present. 

Mr. Pullman was asked through his private 
secretary to make a statement regarding the 
much-talked-of matter, and in reply he sent 
= a typewritten answer which reads as fol- 

ows: 

The publications about the eviction of tenants 


-at Puliman have all been unauthorized and in- 


correct. In view of other matters e the 
attention of the management the subject of the 
occupation of houses there has received little 
attention, and it is not necessary it 
should as a pressing matter, as various 
elements of it solve themselves from day 
to day by the resumption of their employ- 
ment by tenants. The question of the occupation 
of the houses of the company by undesirable ten- 
ants will be taken upin duecourse of business 
and given the same careful consideration as to 
each case as has always been exercised in such 
matters by the company since the establishment 
of the works. Each lease provides that the ten- 
ancy may be-terminated by either the tenant or 
the company by a ten days’ notice from one to 
the other, and in cases deemed proper by the 
company such notice will be given. 

Applications for work at Pullman yester- 
day included 180 Swedish cabinetmakers and 
machinists, A crowd of unskilled workmen 
were given little encouragement.

TRAOK ELEVATION WORK TO BEGIN. 


Rock Island and Lake Shore Roads Are 
Ready for Actual Construction, 


Actual work in construction will be com- 
menced early next week between Sixteenth 
and Twenty-second streets in elevating the 
tracks of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific and Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railways. So said L. H. Clarke, engineer in 
charge for the two railways. The two rail- 
roads have had for several days an extra force 
of section men at work changing 
switches and straightening the tracks 
and making other changes in antici. 
pation of this work. A force of en- 
gineers has been running boundary lines 
and verifying measurements previous to draft- 
ing working plans and specifications. They 
have found discrepancies in the actual size of 
the blocks and the plats recorded varying 
from one to two and a half feet, always show. 
ing an excess of ground over the amount 
shown in the olat. As most of the deeds to 
the right of way for the railroads describe 
the property as being half of certain blocks 
it has been necessary to take some elaborate 
measurements to discover the exact boundary 
lines. In some cases the field men have tak- 
en as a starting point the building line on 
State street. he explanation of the ex- 
cess of actual ground over the re- 
corded plats is that the early sur- 
veyors used chains which were too long. 
As the right of way from Seventeenth to 
Twenty-second street is narrow, only eighty 
feet, and there are four main line tracks to 
be provided for, it is necessary to use econo- 
my in space. So a retaining wall will be 
built full length of these five blocks on the 
east side of the right of way to gain. room 
and also to prevent the earth used in eleva- 
tion from caving into adjoining property. 
The first work done will be the. construction 
of these retaining walls and the stone abut- 
ments to the bridges at Archer avenue and 
Twenty-second street. As soon as the retain- 
ing walls and abutments are ready filimg of 
sand will be brought in and the elevation of 
two tracks completed.

QUEER ANGLES IN TURF RULES. 


The Two O'Clock Incident and How the 
Rules Bear on It, 

The decision over the Two O’ Cluck race called 
attention to the fact that the American racing 
rules have some queer things in them. Two 
O'Clock was disqualified under Rule 101, 


which reads: 

If a horse carry more than two pounds, which 
has not been duly decia or more than five 
ponnds overweight, he is disqualified.

Rule 6, under the- caption of Betting 
Rules, says: 

Bets, when the weights as Officially an- 
nounced have been carried. regardless of the dis-

the race as they are placed first past the 
post by the judges, except when they shall 
declare them off in cases of fraud or in cases 
where a horse has carried more or less weight— 
not allowed by ‘the rules of racing provided. 
however, that bets shall not be declared off 
cause a horse that finished first carried more or a 
horse that ran uhplaced carried less than its of- 
ficially announced weigbt. 

Under the last clause of this rule it is 


doubtful whether bets would not have to 
have been paid off on Two O'Clock had she

in which the racing rules abound. It is prob-

First, 
tomorrow afternoon there will be a grand re- 
view of all the 1.800 troops by the General; 
Friday will be given up todrills, and the 
first battle will be fought Wednesday. 

This battle, as planned, involves the ad- 
vance of a division in line of battle against 
an imaginary enemy. The cavalry advance 
will be driven back; the infantry pick- 
ets, though reinforced, will be over- 
powered. and the. whole main line 
will be thrown into action. Meanwhile the 
cavalry, infantry, and artillery reserves will 
fall upon the enemies’ right flank and that 
invisible body of fighters will have to get 
away the best it can or lose itself in the Niles 
brickyards. Monday afternoon there will be 
another battle, the attack being made on the 
enemy’s left, which is to be quite gobbled up. 
The third fight will be Wednesday, the 22d, 
and this time the enemy will be supposed to 
advance, but by alternate attacks of the three 
arms of the service will be driven back and 


routed. 

But Gen. Miles’ orders, issued yesterday, 
tell all this in detail. Here they are: 

The troops will, during the next two weeks, be 
prepared to execute the following evolutions and 
maneuvers, viz.: All the movements of a regi- 
ment and brigade of infantry in close anf ex- 
tended order. All the movements of a regiment

Lebo. The horses were untaddled and tied 
to the picket lines, and the men made pictur- 
esque little piles of the saddles and their 
own arms, overcoats, shelter tents, and 
blankets, which were ranged in rows parallel 
to the flanks of the horses. The piles were 
dismembered when the motley array of wag 
ons arrived and furnished the means to house 
the men and their belongings.

The State Board of Agriculture today issued 
the following crop bulletin: 

The reports received at the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture dated Aug. 1 indicate that 
the condition of corn at that time was encourag- 
ing for 75 per cent of an @erage yield per acre. 
The poorest reports come from Northern IIIinois. 
where the condition was but 69 percent of the 
average condition at this date and was fourteen 
points below the 1893 condition. In Central 
Iliinois the Aug. 1 condition was favorable 
for 84 per cent, on an average yield 
per acre three points better than in 1893. 
In the southern division of the State 73 per cent 
of an average. Aug. 1 the condition was 
ed two points below the same date last year. 
Although the long continued drought has been 
very disastrous to corn the extra good condition 
it was in before the drougbt began carried it 
through much better than often happens, and it 
is believed the gloomy reports in regard to corn 
have been greatly exaggerated, so far as Illinois 
is concerned. Rain in considerable quantities 
fell in many parts of the State July 28 

20. which. in many. cases Was 
the salvation of the corn crop. High winds ac- 
companied the rain in some localities and corn 
was badly biown down, but not so seriously but 
that it straightened up again in most cases. The 
damage done tocorn by chinch-bugs was also 
considerable, those pests having been report 
from the Counties of Carroll, Lake, Ogle, Chris- 
tian, Clark, Cumberland, Hancock, Macon, Ma- 


Eline. and Wayne. area devo 
corn this year—6,705,178 acres—is 288,600 acres 
larger than in 1893 and is the largest area re- 
ported in Illinois since 1889.

NO HOPE FOR RECOVERY IN MICHIGAN. 


Secretary of State Issues a Special Crop 
Bulletin. 

Laxstxd, Mich., Aug. 13.— [Special.] — The 
following special crop report was issued by 
Secretary of State Gardner today: 

The bright sunshine, high temperature, and 
dry weather are telling severely on all crops. The 
low averages given for corn, potatoes, and mead- 
ows and pastures do not fully indicaté the dam- 
age done. Corn and „ are so badly dried 
up there is no hope of even partial recovery and 
grass on uplands is burned out and affords no 
pasture for stock. 


STILL HOT AND DRY IN EANSAS. 


Observer of the Weather Bureau Reports 
Only a Little Precipitation. 

Torrxa, Kas., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—T. B. 
Jennings. Observer of the Kansas Weather 
Bureau, today issued the following crop and 
weather bulletin for the week ending Aug. 13: 

The first days of the week ‘were cool, but the 
temperature rapidly returned to its torrid condi- 
tion and the last half of the week has rivaled 
the last week of July in the eastern half of the 
State, the week being clear, windless, and hot. 
Twenty seven one-hundredths of an inch of rain 

at Downs. .90 at Independence, and 
Rome, Eik City, Coffey ville, 
bo. The effects of the hot 
drying weather have been generally shown by the 
whitening blades of corn, the wilting of grapes, 
the falling of apples, and the browning of the 
prairies. Corn is bemg generally cut and 
shocked. Muchof it in the northern counties 
will be unmarketable. Prairie hay is light, is 
largely in the stack, and is about half a crop. 
Leaves are falling rapidly from the fruit and for- 
est trees, and stock water is getting scarce. 

Today has been the hottest of the season in 
Topeka, a hot wind from the southwest cut- 
ting the corn in fearful condition and still 
lessening the chances of a crop in the eastern 
part of the State. In most of the western 
counties it is practically destroyed, the dis- 
couraging reports of a week ago being still 
darker. A few local showers were reported 
yesterday in the eastern counties bordering 
the Missouri River, but the precipitation was 
so small it will be of little value. The corn- 
stalks, where the corn itself has been past 
hope fora week, are now withering up and 
will not be fit even for fodder. 

Finpiay, O., Aug. 13.—(Special.]—A ter- 
rific windstorm swept over a portion of Hau- 
cock County south of this city Sunday even- 
ing. Forests were torn down, and fences and 
the corn crop laid low. No casualties are re- 


rted. 

ALLxcx, O., Aug. 13.— The iron mills at 
Irondate have closed down on account of 
scarcity of water, occasioned by long contin- 
ued drougnt. At Salineville, wells that sup- 
ply the water-works basin have practically 
gone dry, and the village is almost without 
protection in case of fire. The corn and po- 
tato crops are almost complete failures, 


GOOD RAINS FALL IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


The Present Year Is the Poorest for Crops 
Since 1860. 

Yanxtox, S. D., Aug. 13.—Rain to the 
depth of an inch fell in all parts of this sec. 
tion of South Dakota last night. It will do 
late corn a great deal of good and improve 
hay and pasture to a great extent. Early corn 
is now being cut and stacked in stalks for 
winter fodder and farmers are preparing. to 
feed hogs and cattle on wheat. Thrashing is 
in progress and the yield of oats will average 
sixteen bushels per acre. Wheat yields about 
six bushels of fair quality. Itis the poorest 
year for crops since 1860.
